His Lecture on Paul Lawrence 
Dunbar Makes a Profound

The audience that heard Prof. 
Charles Alexander’s lecture cn 
“Paul Lawrence Dunbar at 
Mount Zion Baptist Church on 
the evening of April 15th was pro¬ 
foundly impressed. 

After prayer and two solos fine¬ 
ly rendered by Miss Minnie Al¬ 
britton and Madame Ella Highly 
the pastor, Rev. J. T. Hill, intro¬ 
duced the speaker. 

For more than an hour the lec¬ 
turer took his audience step by 
step along the highway made by 
one of the most beautiful as well 
as unique characters of the age. 
Dunbar’s deep insight into the 
workings of the heart, his wide 
knowledge and accurate descrip¬ 
tion of things he had not seen and 
of which he had not heard as, so 
vividly portrayed by the speaker, 
marked the dead poet as one of 
the rarest literary geniuses of his 
day. 

For an evening with Dunbar 
where you can hear his songs 
sung as you have never heard 
them before, go and hear Prof. 
Alexander’s “Lecture on Dun¬ 
bar.” So lifelike is his word- 
painting, so vivid his description 
that Dunbar lives again and you 
share his humor and pathos and 
stop in amazement at his knowl¬ 
edge of men and scenes that came 
to him only by inspiration. Be¬ 
sides the flood of light the Profes¬ 
sor throws upon the life and char¬ 
acter of Dunbar, he gives you nu¬ 
merous side glances at groups of 
distinguished Negroes little 
known, whose achievements add¬ 
ed glory to the ages in which 
they lived. 

Every Negro youth in this 
country ought to hear that lec¬ 
ture ; we know of nothing that 
would so inspire them to noble 
endeavor. It ought to be printed 


in pamphlet form and placed in 
every Negro home. 


A STATE CAN NEITHER 
GRANT NOR WITHHOLD 
CITIZENSHIP 


OAKLAND, April 21.—That 
American citizenship is a priv¬ 
ilege granted the individual by the 
Federal Government, and is be¬ 
yond the power of states to grant 
or withhold, was the statement 
made by Prof. Maurice E. Finn 
of the law department of St. 
Mary’s college, before the Civic 
league of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia last night. Finn further 
states that the present alien land 
bill, objected to by the Japanese, 
is unconstitutional. 

“It may pass the legislature, 
but never the supreme court,” he 
declared. “The members of the 
legislature are short-sighted in 
their attitude and may plunge the 
country into war. At any rate, 
the bill cannot become a law.”

THEY STAYED AWAY 


The Shenk campaign commit¬ 
tee sent out thousands of “special 
delivery letters” to the Negro 
voters inviting them to their head¬ 
quarters in an attempt to explain 
that infamous Shenk ruling. Al¬ 
though the committee spent sev¬ 
eral hundred dollars for postage 
alone, less than a half dozen Ne¬ 
groes responded, and two of them 
were old discredited ward heelers. 
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SHALL IT BE JUSTICE—OR 
WAR? 


Commenting upon the injustice 
of the proposed anti-alien land 
bill, the Times, though not sin¬ 
cere, expresses itself in strong lan¬ 
guage. The insincerity of the 
Times is shown by its failure to 
condemn worse outrages that are 
perpetrated upon American Ne¬ 
groes each day. The Times not 
only does not condemn wrongs 
of every kind heaped upon the 
Negroes daily, but gives especial 
prominence in its columns to ev¬ 
ery scrap of news that tends in 
any way to discredit the Negro. 
While its insincerity is apparent, 
it nevertheless expresses itself 
strongly as follows: 

But the proposed law is neither 
wise, nor just, nor called for by 
any conditions now existing or 
likely to exist. It is shameful; it 
is iniquitous; it is a crime against 
civilization; its enactment would 
be a wicked and inexcusable blun¬ 
der. 

We have tolerated if not in¬ 
vited Japanese to acquire and cul¬ 
tivate a trifling quantity of land, 
and engage in a limited amount 
of commercial and industrial pur¬ 
suits in our midst. They are, as 
a rule, peaceful, industrious and 
law-abiding, though inferior to 
the Chinese in these qualities. 
They engage in no labor to the 
detriment of any American who 
is willing to work. The precent- 
age of them to be found in our 
prisons and asylums is less than 
that of any European race. They 
do not detract from the wealth 
and prosperity of California. They 
add to it. There are no dynamit¬ 
ers, or I-Won’t-Workers, or hen¬ 
roost robbers, or porch climbers, 
or highway robbers, or pickpock¬ 
ets among them. 

The humblest Jap in California 
is the moral superior of the con¬ 
vict Tveitmoe or the cockney an¬ 
archist Gompers. For our unbal¬ 
anced Governor and his asinine 
following to force this country 


into a war with. Japan by giving 
lapan a casus belli against us 
would be an offense against civil¬ 
ization so unspeakably outrageous 
that The Times lacks words to 
properly characterize it. 

And for such a war we are un¬ 
prepared. Japan has a navy about 
as large as ours, as well manned 
and equipped, and more imme¬ 
diately available. Before our ships 
and men could be concentrated 
she could capture the Philippines 
—all our experienced soldiers be¬ 
lieve this—and the unpatriotic 
hope expressed by President Wil¬ 
son in his Staunton speech, that 
we could afford to lose the Philip¬ 
pines. might find temporary ful¬ 
fillment. 

There are tens of thousands of 
Japanese in the Hawaiian islands 
working on the sugar plantations. 
Most of them are veteran soldiers. 
We could not possibly so police 
the shores of Oahu as to prevent 
the unloading of arms enough to 
equip them, and in the outset they 
would outnumber our forces there 
five to one. 

That the outcome of a war with 
Japan would be to leave us a vic¬ 
tor, with the government of the 
Mikado wiped from the face of 
the earth, need not be doubted. 

But at what a cost! And to 
what good end. J 

If there is a remnant of patriot¬ 
ism or common sense abiding in 
the breasts of our legislators at 
Sacramento, they will make haste 
to rescind their foolish action, and 
suffer the Japanese in our midst 
to cultivate their vegetables gar¬ 
dens, and clean clothes, and make 
and sell kimonos without molesta¬ 
tion.—The Times. 


When one thinks of the treat¬ 
ment accorded the ten million Ne¬ 
groes in this country who are cit¬ 
izens and taxpayers, the above 
plea for Japanese to own land and 
make money unmolested in this 
state reads like a fairy tale. Is 
all of this worry on the part of 
the Times due to its desire for 
justice? What about the ten mil¬ 


lion Negro citizens of this coun¬ 
try who are disfranchised, taxed 
without representation, pro¬ 
scribed, “jim-crowed,” lynched 
and burned alive without trial? 
But the Japs have a fine navy and 
able officers.

Of the three candidates who are 
in the race for nomination for 
mayor of this city, a man who 
believes in fair play loses patience 
as soon as Mr. Shenk’s name is 
mentioned.
